It  is  generally  admitted  by  the  ablest  students  of  prophecy  that  we  are 
^living  in  the  rapids  of  the  stream  of  Time,  and  are  fast  approaching^  the 
downfall  of  the  kinedoms  of  this  world,  and  the  consequent  establish- 
ment of  Christ's  Millennial  Kingdom,  when  the  heathen  shall  be  given 
to  Him  for  His  inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parte  of  the  earth  for 
His  possession.  * 

Whatever  differences  of  opinion  have  existed  among  expositors  as  to 
the  more  minute  details  of  prophetic  interpretation,  it  is  remarkable 
that  more  than  a  hundred  of  them  have  foreshown  in  their  books  (some 
of  which  were  written  more  than  a  century  ago)  that  the  Great  Crisis 
accompanying  the  Coming  of  Christ  and  commencement  of  the  Millen- 
nium, would  moat  probably  take  place  at  some  point  of  time  between 
l8t)G  and  1901  ;  and  consequently  there  might  be  expected  about  that 
period  unparalleled  changes,  revolutions  and  tribulations  throughout 
the  whole  earth.  In  the  Chronological  Index  in  Rev.  John  Brown's 
Commentary  in  1778,  and  also  in  Kev.  Matthew  Henry's  Commentary 
I  in  1809,  the  year  1900  was  computed  to  be  probably  the  beginning  of 
I  the  Millennium,  and  thus  the  End  of  this  Age  or  Dispensation  to  be 
simultaneous  with  the  End  of  this  19th  Century. 

Passover  Week  in  1901  is  indicated  to  be  the  Last  Week  of  this  Age, 
because  its  last  day,  which  will  be  Thursday,  April  11,  in  1901,  is  exactly 
45  years  (the  excess  of  the  1,335  beyond  the  1,:^90  years  in  Daniel  xii.  11, 
12),  from  the  last  day  of  Passover  Week  in  April,  185G.  on  which  eventful 
day  the  Crimean  War  Treaty  of  Peace  was  ratihed  by  the  European  Powers, 
guaranteeing  civil  and  religious  liberty  and  freedom  of  worship  to  Judgea 
and  the  rest  of  Turkey.  This  was  the  initial  "  cleansing  of  the  sanctuary  " 
ot  the  Holy  Land  from  the  desolating  Mohammedan  persecution  with  which 
cleansing  the  2,300  years  and  1,290  years  were  predicted  by  Daniel  to  end  con- 
jointly in  Apiil,  1856  leaving  only  45  years  more  to  elapse  before  Millennial 
bleesednees.

The  1,290  years  are  stated  to  be  the  lime  of  the  transgression  or  abomina- 
tion of  desolation,  and  are  the  concluding  1,290  years  of  the  2,300  years,  and 
therefore  from  their  termination  on  the  lastday  of  PaEsovei  W(ek,  1856,  there 
are  45  years  more  [the  prolongation  of  the  1,335  beyond  the  1,290,  Dan.  iii. 
11-12]  to  elapse  before  the  time  of  full  Millennial  blessedness  and  the  End 
of  this  Age  on  the  laet  day  of  Paftover  Week  in  1901,  vhich  will  be 
Thursday,  April  11. — These  dates  of  Daniel  have  i.ct  only  this  fulfilment 
as  so  Mx^n^ yeatSy  but  also  will  have  a  future  ultimate  fulfilment  as  so 
many  days.  These  two  facsimile  fulfilments  on  tho  year-day  and  literal" 
day  scales  are  displayed  side  by  side  on  pages  38  and  39. 

The  statement  "Of  that  day  and  hour  knoweth  no  man  not  even  tbe 
angels,  neither  the  Son,"  was  spoken  in  the  present  tense  by  Cbufct 
eighteen  centuries  ago,  with  regard  to  that  time  only,  and  ot  ciurse 
cannot  apply  to  these  latter  days  :  for  if  so,  it  states  that  even  now 
Christ  does  not  know  the  day  and  the  hour  of  His  own  Second  Advent, 
which  is  incredible.  Moreover,  Daniel's  dates  were  not  then  fulfilled, 
nor  was  the  Book  of  Kevelation  yet  then  written  which  God  gave  to 
show  unto  His  servants  things  which  must  come  to  pass.  The 
prophecies  were  stated  in  Daniel  xii.  to  be  "  sealed  up  until  the  present 
Time  of  the  End,"  when  "many  shall  search  into  them,  and  know-

Time  of  Christ's  Second  Advent,  although  hidden  when  Christ  was  on 
earth,  is  predicted  to  become  revealed  through  the  Scripture  prophecies 
at  the  Time  of  the  End  a  few  years  before  the  Second  Advent.

33;  Joshua  v.  (i,  10)— and  of 
the  predicted  period  of  4b3  years  (6*J  weeks  of  years),  which  ended  the 
Jewish  Dispensation  at  the  Crucifixion  on  Passover  Day  (Daniel  ix.  25, 
26;  Mark  xv.).  so  likewise  there  will  be  a  precise  terpaination,  even  to 
the  very  day,  of  Daniel's  great  fundamental  prophetic  period  of  2,345 
years,  which  is  predicted  to  end  the  present  Gentile  or  Christian  Dis- 
pensation, and  which  began  on  the  last  day  of  Passover  Week,  B.C.  445, 
with  the  command  to  rebuild  Jerusalem,  and  therefore  must  end  on  the 
last  day  of  Passover  Week,  April  11,  1901  (Daniel  viii.  14;  ix.  25,  26;  xi.

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Internationalism;  and  3,  From  the  False  Prophet  of  Romanism  and 
Mohammedanism,  as  shown  in  the  Popish  Ultrmnonianism  and 
Mohammedan  critsadint^  fanaticism^  leadin^f  on  towards  agitations  and 
so-called  Hoi.v  W  uis  These  three  spirits  are  to  leaven  the  nation.s 
with  tbeir  inlluence,  and  to  "gather  them  to  battle"  to  the  tremendous 
war  of  Armageddon.     (See  Revelations  xvi.  13-1 1.) 

The  Fifteen  Predicted  Great  Events  of  Prophecy  are  as  follows  : 

Firstly.  Great  wars  andrcvohdions^  includinc^  the  extension  of  Prance 
to  the  Phine  by  its  defeatinii  Gerinaii}\  and  conunenc'Ui^  ?iot  later  than 
about  l&B^—nine  years  before  the  End  of  this  A i^e  -  and  completely 
transform'ng  by  S  years  before  the  End (i e.^  ^/ 1893)  the  now  existing 
2"}  lO'n^^dojfis  or  States  witJiin  the  countries  of  desar's  original  Roman 
Empire  ijito  an  A  Pied  Confederacy  of  Ten  Kingdoms  ruled  by  den  Sove- 
reig?ts,  as  represented  by  the  ten  horns  of  Daniel's  Wild-beast  (Daniel 
vi'.  24,  arid  ii  31). 

All  standard  expositors  hold  that  the  Roman  empire  of  the  Cresars  is 
represented  by  Daniel's  ten-horned  lui Id- beast,  and  alsoby  the/^«-/(?£'^z>(:v/ 
legs  of  Daniel's  metallic  human  image.  The  two  iron  legs  corresponded 
with  the  Roman  empire's  Eastern  and  Western  Divisions,  each  of  which  is 
therefore  to  become  subdivided  into  exactly  Jive  kingdoms  in  accordance 
with  the  five  toes  upon  each  leg.  And  the  ten  kingdoms  must  not  stand 
independently  apart  from  each  other  as  at  present,  but  must  become  allied 
together  hi  a  confederacy  in  agreement  with  the  emblem  of  ten  toes  united 
together  upon  one  corporate  body,  as  well  as  of  t(?i  horns  unitea  on  one  fiead. 
Britain  will  not  then  have  its  present  complete  individual  independence 

The  countries  of  Caesar's  original  Roman  empire  consist  at  present 
(1880)  of  TWENTY-THREE  Kingdoms  or  States  (indicated  below  by  the 
italicised  words),  which,  by  great  wars  and  revolutions  will  be  reduced 
to  the  number  of  ten  confederated  kingdoms,  which  will  in  the  main 
consist  of  (1)  Britain,  separated  (at  least  to  the  extent  of  their  having 
Parliaments  of  their  own)  from  Ireland  and  India,  and  its  other  colonies, 
which  never  formed  part  of  Caesar's  Roman  Empire ;  (2)  France^ 
enlarged  to  the  Rhine,  so  as  to  include  all  territories  west  of  the  Rhine, 
Belgium,  Pjixemhiirg,  Alsace-P.orraine,  Switzerland  and  Tunis^  and 
whatever  of  Baden.,  JJl^rtemburg,  and  Bavariais  not  added  to  Austria  ; 
all  this  can  only  come  to  piss  by  France  defeating  Germany  ;  (3)  Spain 
with  Portnoaf  and  Northern  Morocco;  (4)  Ptaly,  probably  with 
Tripoli  ;  {b),  Austria^  \o^\ug  its  provinces  north  of  the  Danube,  viz, 
Bohemia,  Moravia,  Gallicia  (whicn  may  be  added  to  Germany),  but 
gaining  Bosnia,  Herzegovina,  and,  perhaps,  part  of  Servia — and  (6) 
Greece,  with  Thessaly,  Epirus,  Macedonia,  and  Albania ;  (7)  Turfay^ 
reduced  in  siz©  to  ancient  Thrace- with-Bythinia ;  (8)  Syria  separated 
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from  Turkey;  (i))  Egyf^/ :  (lo)  Bilk-.in  Spates— viz,  Bulgaria  and 
Roil  mania,  ^w^  part  oi"  Hunerary  and  Servia  Thus  there  will  be  five 
AVestern  and  five  J^vistern  Kingdoms  formed  into  a  kind  of  United 
States.    Austria  or  Grtece  will  annex  Montenegro. 

This  ten-kingdomed  Alliance  can  be  produced  by  no  less  cause  tban 
a  mutual  combination  of  these  ten  Roman  nations  to  resist  military 
attacks  by  Ger?na7iy  and  perhaps  a'so  Russia,  which  never  have  beea 
Roman  nations,  and  which  will  stand  out?ideand  apart  from  these  ten 
Roman  empire  kingdoms.  All  this  implies  tremendous  wars.  On  this 
point  the  author  stated  in  Signs  of  our  Times  of  Jan.  2,  1871 : 

"  Let  it  be  carefully  noted  that  we  gather  most  assuredly  from 
IVophecy  that  in  a  few  year^^'  time  a  gigantic  conflict  and  stupendcua 
struggle  has  to  be  fought  out  to  the  end  amid  scenes  of  carnage  and 
bloodshed,  far  surpassing  even  the  Franco- Prussian  war  of  1870,  between 
GERMANY  on  the  one  side  and  FRANCE  and  some  of  the  above 
enumerated  ROMAN  NATIONS  on  the  other  side,  with  such  decisive 
results  that  Germany  will  be  completely  defeated,  and  driven  altogether 
across  the  Rhine,  so  that  all  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine  including 
Belgium,  Luxemburg  and  ihe  Prussian  Rhine  provinces,  will  be  annexed 
to  France  ;  for  the  predicted  revival  of  the  Roman  Empire  necessitates 
the  extension  of  France  to  the  Rhine,  as  its  old  frontier. ' 

Britain's  loss  of  Ireland  and  india 

B.  W.  Newton,  Dr.  Tregelles,  Dr  Kelsall,  etc..  showed  in  their  books, 
published  about  1B4G,  that  all  countries  outside  C<o  ai's  Roman  Empire 
must  be  separated  at  least  legislatively  from  the  Ten  Kingdoms  inside 
the  Roman  Empire,  at  the  time  of  the  formation  of  the  Ten-kingdomed 
Confederacy,  and  that,  therefore  England  must  then  become  separated 
legislativel}\\{  not  entirely^  from  Ireland,  India,  and  its  Colonies,  which 
never  belonged  to  the  Roman  Empire.  Hence,  we  may  expect  Britain 
at  that  time  to  experience  great  disasters  and  cilamitous  agitations  by 
]\lohammedan  fanaticism  and  disaffection  in  India,  and  by  agitation  for 
Home  Rule  (/>.,  Rome  Rule)  in  Ireland,  and  by  revolutionary  agitation, 
and  perhaps  even  by  INVASION.  In  short  the  events  of  1853  to  18")7 
may  repeat  themselves  and  there  may  be  anotlir  Eistern  war  and 
]\rutiny  in  India.  Tiie  danger  of  one-third  of  the  British  Army  con- 
8!sting  of  Irish  Romanials  may  then  be  too  sadly  realise-^. 

2,ndly.  The  rise  of  a  Napoleon,  not  later  than  1893,  about  eik'hi 
years  before  the  End  of  this  Age,  and  after  the  forma tio?i  of  the  len- 
kingdomed  Confederacy ^  as  an  Eleventh  Little  Sovereign  among  the 
Ten  Sovereigns— TK^  little  Horn  of  Daniel  vii.  24,  and  viii.  8  to  25, — 
who  shall  at  first  rule  over  some  little  kingdom  partitioned  out  of  one 
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of  the  four  Gra^co- Macedonian  Horn -kingdoms  of  Greece,  Syria, 
Thracian  Turkey,  or  E^ypt.  He  will  be  a  Sovereign  "  of  fierce  coun- 
tenance, understanding  dark  sentences,  and  of  crafty  policy  destroying 
many  by  peace."  He  shall  then  presenWy,  according  to  Daniel  xi,  21  to 
42,  ix.  27,  viii.  0,  'stand  up  in  the  place  of  the  King  of  the  North 
(tSyria),  and  obtain  the  kingdom  of  Syria  by  llatteries,"  and  make  a 
covenant  with  the  Jews  for  7  Jewish  years  (from  Passover  week  1894* 
to  Passover  week  1901),  and  "wax  exceeding  great  toward  the  SoutL, 
and  toward  the  East,  and  toward  the  pleasant  land"  (Judioa),  and 
subsequently  wage  three  wars  against  Egypt,  in  1895-6,  and  then  in 
the  early  part  of  1897,  he  will  have  advanced  from  being  merely  King  of 
Syria  to  be  Head  of  France,  and  afterwards  of  all  the  Ten  Nations,  then 
Red  Republics  as  represented  by  the  Scarlet  Wild  Beast  (liev.  xvii.) 
Ho  will  subsequently  be  the  Antichrist  for  I  26U  days,  from  Au^^  14  15 
1897,  to  Jan.  26,  1901  (Pvev.  xiii.  1  to  8). 

THE  ANTICHRIST  WILL   BE  A   NArOLEON. 

For  (I)  his  personal  proper  name  must  be  etymologically  in  the  Greek 
tongue  Apollyon—in  the  Greek  aorist  Apoleoti  (Kev.  ix.  11).  And  (2) 
"  the  number  of  his  name  "  must  be  6(50,  in  other  words,  the  numericil 
value  of  the  letters  of  his  name  in  the  dative  inscriptive  form  must 
altogether  amount  to  666,  Pvev.  xiii.  18  :  and  this  is  the  case  with  the 
Greek  word  NQpokonti,  each  letter  of  which  has  the  following  value  :

And  (3),  the  Antichrist  must  be  a  representative  of  the  Napoleon 
dynasty  "  healed  of  its  deadly  wound  irjtlicted  by  the  sword"  of 
war  at  Waterloo  and  Sedan,  so  that  "all  the  world  shall  wonder" 
when  they  behold  the  Napoleon  empire  "  that  was  and  is  not 
and  jet  is/'  /.f.,  that  was  existent^  nonexistent,  and  te-existent 
(llev.  xiii.  3  14;  xvii.  8).  He  will,  however,  first  be  Kin^^  of 
Syria  for  3  or  1  years  before  reviving  the  Napoleon  dynasty  over  France 
and  F.urope,  and  will  be  a  Mahdi  or  mock  Messiah. 

More  than  fifty  clergymen  and  fifty  laymen  have  shown  in  their 
tieitises  that  the  Napoleon  dynasty  became  in  Imoo  the  seventh  govern- 
mental headship  of  the  Roman  empire — *'the  seventh  head  that 
continued  but  a  short  space,'' until  Ibli),  when  it  was  "wounded  to 
death  by  the  sword "  at  Waterloo;  but  it  yet  shall  be  healed  and 
re-established  over  France  and  Europe,  and  become  more  powerful 
than  even  in  the  time  of  the  first  Napoleon,  and  again  poasess  military 
occupation  of  Rome,  and  restore  the  temporal  power  of  the  Pope 
(Rev.  xvii.  10). 
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Ptina  Jerome  Napoleon  became  Head  of  the  Napoleon  dynasty  in 
1879,  at  the  death  of  the  Imperial  Prince  Louis  Napoleon  in  the  Zulu 
War.  Prince  Jororaa  Napoleon's  two  sons  are  Prwce  Victor  Napoleoji^ 
the  eldest,  and  Prince  Louis  Napoleon,  the  youngest,  who  are  cousins  to 
the  late  Imperial  Prince  Louis  Napoleon. 

[In  reprinting  these  pages  in  October,  1891,  it  is  noticeable  thai  sinr.^  the  death 
of  rri)ue  /erovie  Napoleon  in  March,  1S91,  his  eldest  son,  Pntue  I '/,  /or  iA'//.^'t^v^ 
who  lives  at  Brussels,  has  become  the  nominal  head  of  the  Napoleon  dynasty;  anil 
liis  younger  brother,  Prijue  Louis  A\ipolcou,  is  Colonel  of  a  Russian  r«gimenl  at 
Titlis  in  the  Caucasus,  on  the  North  of  Syria.  The  expositor  Warrand  1  foughton 
stated  reasons  in  the  monthly  magazine,  Prophelic  N'eivs  (March,  1887),  for 
expecting  thai  probably  this  Louis  N'apoleon  may,  in  due  time,  become  King  of 
Syria  and  afterwards  Kmperor  of  the  Ten  Kingdoms  at  the  I'inal  <.'ri>is]. 

It  is  remarkable  that  Lucien  Bonaparte^  who  at  his  ordination  in 
1858  was  pointed  to  by  the  Rev.  Pw.  A.  Purdon  in  his  "  Last  Vials  "  as 
likely  to  become  the  Last  Pope,  is  now  a  Cardinal,  and  therefore  eligible 
to  be  elected  Pope  some  day. 

Brd/v.  A  ^rcat  stir^  excitement^  and  enqjtiry  into  these  prophecies 
will  agitate  Christian  people's  minds  iviien  they  behold  the  startling 
phenomenon  of  the  Ten-kiiigdomed  Co/ifederacy  and  the  wars  Just  pre- 
tw//«iO-//,  and  still  more  when  the  Napoleonic  Star  rises  in  the  East, 
and  Napoleon  becomes  King  of  Syria  and  makes  a  covenant  with  the 
Jews.  The  midnight  cry,  '•  Behold  the  Bridegroom  cometh  ;  go  ye 
forth  to  meet  Him,"  will  be  so  loudly  proclaimed  by  the  extensive 
preaching  of  Second  Advent  truth,  that  alt.  the  Vir;2ins  or  Christians 
are  predicted  to  arise  and  awake  from  their  present  darkness,  coldness, 
and  slumber  in  relation  to  Christ's  Second  Coming  :  and  a  very  Great 
J^EViVAL  of  religion  will  ensue  (Matt.  xxv.  5-9).  This  will  commence 
about  1892.  This  mighty  religious  movement  is  also  prefigured  by  the 
final  travail  of  the  sun-clothed  7V0inanyi\iQC\iT\Bt\QX].  Church,  in  Piev. 
xii.  2,  just  before  the  birth  and  translation  of  her  Manchild  (the  company 
of  Watchful  Christians)  to  God  and  His  throne  at  Christ's  Second 
Advent  on  March  5,  1896. 

4////)'.  The  nmking  oj  a  Seven  Years'  Covenant  l>e  twee  n  many  of  the 
Jews  and  the  before-nientioned  Napoleonic  Sovereign  (probably  to 
guarantee  them  civil  rights  and  religious  liberty  to  renew  their  sacrifices 
in  Jerusalem)  is  most  distinctly  foretold  in  the  last  verse  of  the  ninth 
chapter  of  Daniel,  to  take  place  about  seven  Jewish  years  before  the 
(consummation  or  End  of  this  Dispensation  ;  and  about  the  midst  of 
these  seven  years  he  is  predicted  to  break  the  covenant  by  causing  the 
daily  sacrifice  and  oblation  to  cease  which  the  Jews  will  have  restored 
io  their  re-established  temple  (under  the  sanction  of  the  Covenant— 
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and  then,  during  1,290  days,  according  to  Dan.  xii.  11-12,  the  abomina- 
tion of  desolation,  his  idol-image  will  be  set  up  in  the  temple,  and  then 
45  days  more — the  excess  of  1.335  beyond  the  1,290 — will  reach  to  the 
Consummation,  when  the  determined  retribution  shall  be  poured  upon 
the  Imperial  desolater.  The  exact  translation  of  this  last  verse  of 
Daniel  ix.  is  : 

"  And  he  (namely^  the  Prince  that  shall  come  of  the  Roman  people 
referred  to  in  the  previous  verse)  shall  confirm  a  covenant  with  many  (of 
the  Jews)  for  one  week  {a  week  of  years  ^  that  is  seven  years),  and  in  the 
midst  of  the  week  he  shall  cause  the  sacrifice  and  oblation  to  cease,  and  for 
the  overspreading  of  abominations  he  shall  make  it  desolate  even  until  the 
consummation,  and  that  determined  shall  be  poured  upon  the  desolater." 

Thus  it  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  avoid  knowing  when  we  have 
arrived  within  about  seven  years  of  the  end  of  this  Dispensation  and 
the  beginning  of  the  Millennium  because  that  point  of  time  will  be  so 
clearly  marked  by  Napoleon's  Jewish  covenant  for  seven  Jewish  years, 
which  may  be  expected  to  be  from  Passover  Day,  April  21,  1&94,  to 
Passover  Day,  April  4,  1901,  and  then  his  later  covenant  for  a  week  of 
literal  days  to  be  for  the  term  Passover  Week,  April  4  to  11,  1901. 

There  are  two  reasons  why  the  seven  years  of  the  Covenant  must 
commence  in  a  Passoz'er  IVeek  :  (I.)  Because  the  Covenant  is  to  be  made 
Seven  JewisJi  Years  before  the  Consummation  or  End  of  this  Age  (Daniel 
ix.  27),  which  End  is  to  be  in  Passover  IVeeh,  1901,  as  being  45  years' 
distant  from  the  Crimean  War  Treaty  of  Peace  in  Passover  Week,  1856,  and 
also  as  being  2,345  years  from  Artaxerxes'  command  to  Nehemiah  in  Pass- 
over Week,  B.C.  444-5,  to  rebuild  Jerusalem  (Dan.  viii.  14  ;  ix.  25  ;  xii.  11, 
12)  as  explained  in  pages  1  2,  3.  Hence  theFmal  Seven  Years  must  l^egin 
in  Passover  Week,  1894,  as  well  they  are  to  end  in  Passover  Week.  1901. 
(II )  The  70  weeks  of  years  being  "  determined''^  or  •'  divided  off  ^^  (Din. 
ix.  24)  upon  the  Jewish  people  and  their  holy  city  must  be  reckoned  as 
Jewish  years  from  Passover  to  Passover.  Now  the  first  GO  weeks  and  these 
70  weeks  are  stated  to  end  with  Messiah  the  Prince,  being  "  cut  off^'  (in 
Hebrew,  karath)  or  "^made  a  covenant  "  at  His  crucifixion  (Danial  ix.  2G), 
which  was  on  Passover  Day.  Hecce  the  69  weeks  ending  in  Passover 
Week  A.D.  39  must  have  begun  in  Passover  Week  B.C.  445  Therefore,  the 
remaining  70th  week  of  7  years  will  commence  the  broken  thread  and 
Euspended  continuation  of  the  70  weeks,  on  that  great  day  of  the  year 
on  which  the  69  weeks  terminated — viz.,  on  a  Passover  Day,  and  therefore, 
also  will  finally  eiid  on  a  Passover  Day.  The  succeeding  Passover  Week 
will  be  the  week  of  literal  days  of  Antichrist's  final  covenant  of  truce 
for  7  days  with  the  Jews  from  April  4  to  11,  1931. 
The  convention  of  a  Jewish  Sanhedrim  was  once  eftected  in  March,  1807^ 
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by  the  first  Napoleon,  who  granted  them  important  rights  and  privileges, 
which  evoked  their  utmost  gratitude  and  praise,  and  caused  some  of  them 
to  regard  him  almoit  a^  their  Measiah.  Another  similar  convention  may 
precede  the  Seven-years   Covenant, 

Sthly.  The  recommencement  of  the  Jewish  daily  evening  and  morning 
sacrifices  in  Jerusalem^  at  the  distance  of  2,^4^  evenings-mornings^ 
iccordini^  to  Dan.  viii.  /j,  14;  xii.  11^  12  (i.e.^S35  "tJ^^^ks  of  literal  days)  ^ 
before  the  End  of  this  Age  miy  beexpecced  Tuurs  Uyaftwruuo  i,  November 
8,  1894  about  3  p.m.,  the  regular  hour  of  the  eveuiMg  sacrifice,  bpcau'=<o 
that  afternoou  is  exactly  2  345  evenings-mornings  (in  the  ieorew)  pre- 
vious to  Thursday  afteraooii,  April  11,  1901,  which  is  tho  Last  Day  of 
this  Age. 

The  2,345  days  nmsist  of  the  2  300  days  mentioned  in  Daniel  viii.  14, 
as  the  ivhoie  period  of  the  restoration  oi  the  daily  sacrifice,  and  then  its 
subsequent  removal  by  Antichrist's  Image,  the  abomination  of  desola- 
tion, being  set  up  in  its  place  in  the  Jewish  sanctuary  for  1^290  days, 
after  which  there  intervenes  until  the  End  of  the  Age  only  45  days, 
which  is  the  prolongation  of  the  1,335  beyond  the  1,29^  days  as  stated 
in  Dan.  xii.  11,  12.  Thus  the  2,300  and  1.29)  days  both  end  at  the  same 
point  of  time  with  the  cleansing  of  the  Jewish  sanctuary,  45  days  before 
the  End  of  the  Age.  In  fact,  the  1,290  is  the  latter  portion  of  the  2,300 
both  in  the  literal  day  and  vpar-day  fulfilments. 

"  And  by  him  (the  Little  Hiru)  the  daily  sacrifice  was  taken  away  and 
the  place  of  the  sanctuary  wis  cat  down.  ,  .  .  And  another  said  unto 
that  certain  eaint  which  spake,  How  long  shall  be  the  vision  concerning  the 
daily  sacrifice  and  the  transgression  of  des  olation,  to  give  both  the  sanctuary 
and  the  host  to  be  trodden  under  foot  /  And  he  said  unto  me,  Unto  two 
thousand  and  three  hundred  days;  then  shall  the  sanctuary  be  cleansed" 
(Daniel  viii.  11   14.) 

"It  (the  Time  of  Trouble)  shall  be  for  a  time,  times  and  a-half  (3^ 
prophetic  years,  or  1,260  days).  And  fr07n  the  time  that  the  daily  sacrifice 
shall  be  taken  away  and  the  abomination,  that  maketh  desolate,  set  up, 
there  shall  be  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety  days  (^1,290  )  Blessed  is 
he  that  waiteth  and  cometh  to  the  thousand  three  hundred  and  five  and 
thirty  days.  But  go  thy  way,  Daniel,  thou  shalt  rest  and  stand  in  thy  lot 
at  the  end  of  the  days  "  (/>.,  the  1,335  days) — Daniel  xii. 

The  1,260  days,  or  three  and  a-half  times  {V>a.n.  xii.  7,  U.  12)  is  the 
period  of  Antichrist's  persecuting  power  and  world-wide  dominion,  and  the 
additional  75  days  are  the  interval  for  the  destruction  of  Antichrist's  power. 
All  the  three  periods  of  the  1,260,  1  290.  and  1,335  days  in  Daniel  xii.  7-12 
begin  on  the  same  day,  August  14  15  1897,  about  the  midst  of  the  Covenant 
Week  of  seven  years  :  the  two  latter  are  prolongations  of  the  first.   His 
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The  Woxan — the  Christian  Cliurcli  f)n  earth — travails  in  labour  from  1891  to 
1896,  and  on  Thursday,  March  5,  1896,  gives  birth  to  a  Manchild — whom  Satan 
the  Dragon  is  waiting  to  destroy,  but  the  IManchild-^thc  collective  body  of 
144,000  living  watchful  Christians— is  caught  up  at  Christ's  Second  Advent  to 
the  Throne  of  God.— Rev.  xii.,  xiv.  1-6. 
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image,  the  abomination  of  the  desolation,  stands  in  the  place  of  the  daily 
sacrifice  in  the  sanctuary  during  the  1,290  days  until  February  25,  1901,  and 
is  then  cast  down  and  removed  and  the  sanctuary  cleansed— ihwi  leaving 
46  days  more  to  elapse  until  the  end  of  the  1,335  days,  on  April  ll,  1901, 
when  full  blessedness  is  brought  in  by  Christ's  descent  and  Anticiirist's 
destruction. 

Qthly.  The  First  Sta^e  of  the  Advent  of  Christy  peacefiilly  as  a 
JBridegrooni^  to  raise  to  life  deceased  Christians^  and  to  take  them  ui> 
together  with  144^000  ivatchfiil  living  Christians  to  meet  Him  i7i  tne 
heavefis — constituting  the  First  Fruits'  Ascension — is  foreshown  by  two 
prophetic  proofs^  viz.^  the  6g  weeks  in  Daniel  ix.  2^,  and  the  Manchild  in 
Revelation  xii.^  to  take  place  on  Thursday,  March  5,  1896,  about  8 
p.m.,  the  hour  of  the  evening  sacrifice  at  Jerusalem,  which  is  the  same 
time  as  38  minutes  past  twelve  o'clock  at  noon  in  London,  or  half-past 
seven  in  the  morning  in  New  York,  U.S. 

I.  The  proof  of  this  in  Daniel  ix.  25  consists  in  the  fact  that,  first  of 
all,  as  shown  on  pages  1,  2,  3,  Thursday,  April  11,  1901,  is  shown  to 
be  the  Last  Day  of  this  Age  because  it  is  exactly  45  years  distant, 
according  to  the  Jewish  Calendar,  from  the  day  of  the  ratifying  of  the 
Crimean  War  Treaty  ot  Peace,  in  April,  1856,  and  also  exactly  2Mh years 
distant  from  the  "going  forth  of  Artaxerxes'  command  to  Nehemiah  to 
rebuild  Jerusalem,"  in  Passover  Week,  b.c,  444-5.  (Daniel  viii.  14, 
xii.  11,  12.)  Now,  the  future  literal-day  fulfilment  of  these  dates  of 
Daniel  shows  that  the  renewal  of  the  sacrifices  in  a  temple  at  Jeru- 
salem will  be 2,345  day?, or  "Evenings-Mornings"  in  the  Hebrew,  before 
the  End;  and  as  the  End  is  on  April  11.  1901,  therefore  the  renewal  of 
the  sacrifices  will  be  on  Thursday,  Nov.  8,  1894,  about  3  p.m.,  the  hour 
ot  the  evening  sacrifice.  Still  further,  (39  weeks  of  literal  days  are  fore- 
shown in  Daniel  ix.  24-5,  to  be  "divided  ofi""  from  the  commencing 
portion  of  these  2,345  days — in  fact,  to  commence  the  same  day  (Nov. 
8  1894,)  as  the  2,345  days,  and  to  reach  *'  UNTO  Messiah  the  Prmce," 
i.e ,  to  His  Second  Advent,  when  He  shall  be  "  made  a  covenant "  to 
His  Bride  the  Church.  And,  therefore,  this  Advent  of  Messiah  as  a 
Bridegroom  will  be  on  Thursday,  March  5,  1896  about  3  p  m.  (by 
Jerusalem  time),  exactly  69  weeks  of  days  from  3pm,,  Nov.  S,  1894. 
This  is  shown  on  the  lower  half  of  the  diagrams  on  pages  2  and  38. 

II.  The  proof  from  the  Prophecy  of  the  Manchild,  in  Rev.  xii.  5, 
stands  thus.  As  the  Ascension  of  Christ  (the  personal  Manchild) 
occurred  in  ad.  39,  1,862  years  before  the  End  (which  End  will  be  on 
the  last  day  of  Passover  Week,  April  11,  1901)  ^vA  2X^0  \\i^  year-day 
fulfilment  of  the  Seals  and  Trumpets,  etc.  (including  the  \^^0  years  of 
the  Papal  and  Mohammedan  Antichrists)  began  then;  so  the  Ascension 
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Ascension  to  Heaven,  on  Thursday,  March  5,  1896,  of  144,000  Living 

Christians  without  Dying,  and  also  of  the  Dead  in  Christ  Rai>ki) 

TO  Life,     (i  Thess.  iv.  16,  17  ;  Rev.  xii.  5.) 
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of  the  Watchful  Christiana  or  Wise  Virgins  (the  mystical  Mancl  lid) 
-will  occur  1,862  days  before  Iku  EJid,  and  the  literal  day  fulfilmerit  i\ 
the  Seals  and  Trumpets,  etc.  (including  the  1,26^  days  of  the  Porsifial 
Infidel  Antichrist,  and  of  the  prophesying  of  the  Two  Witnesses,)  will 
also  begin  then.  (Rev.  xii.  5,  vi.,  viii.,  ix.,  xi.)  Now,  March  6, 
1896,  is  exactly  1,862  days  (five  ordinary  years  and  a  month  and  a 
week,  />.,  5  times  365  days,  and  also  37  days)  before  April  11,  1901. 
(See  diagram  of  1901  final  days  on  pqgc  37  ) 

Thus  there  will  be  69  weeks  of  literal  days  in  the  future  "  unto  "  the 
Second  Coming  of  Christ,  as  well  as  69  weeks  of  years,  in  the  past, 
from  April,  445  bc,  to  April,  39" ad.,  "unto"  His  First  Coming  and 
Crucifixion,  as  foretold  in  Dan.  ix.  25  : 

"  From  the  going  forth  of  the  commandment  to  restore  and  rebuild 
Jerusalem  unto  Messiah  the  Prince  shall  be  seven  weeks  and  three-score  and 
two  weeks." 

The  First  Stape  of  Christ's  Coming  is  described  as  follows  : 

''The  Lord  Himself  shall  descend  from  heaven  with  a  shout,  with 
the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the  trump  of  God  ;  and  the  dead 
in  Christ  shall  rise  first,  then  (ej>itea,  afterwards)  we  which  are  alive  and 
remain  shall  be  caught  up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds  to  meet  the 
Lord"  (1  Thess.  iv.  16,  17.) 

"  Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery  ;  we  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  be 
changed  in  a  moment,  in  the  twiukling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump ;  for  the 
trump  shall  sound  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  ana  we  shall 
be  changed  "  (1  Corinthians  xv.  51,  52  ) 

These  two  passages  might  convey,  at  first  sight,  the  impression  that 
all  living  Christians  will  be  changed  to  incorruption  and  caiight  up  to 
meet  their  coming  Lord  at  exactly  one  and  the  same  moment  ;  but  fur- 
ther explanatory  details  in  Revelation  show  that  they  will  be  caught  up 
in  two  distinct  ingatherings  or  companies — an  earlier  first-fruits  in- 
gathering of  144  000  Watchful  Christians,*  and  then,  after  an  interval 
of  five  ordinary  years  and  37  days  (altogether  1,862  days)  a  later  harvest 
ingathering  of  an  innumerable  great  multitude  of  Laodicean  Christiaus,t 
and  this  interval  is  the  whole  period  of  the  Lord's  Second  Coming,

30,  xxi.  36;  I  Thess.  v.  3-6.  The  fourteenth  chapter  144,000  are  a  company  of 
Christians  translated  to  the  celestial  Mount  Zion,  and  seen  in  heaven  before  the 
2/4  years'  tribulation^  which  is  then  described  in  the  rest  of  the  chapter,  Kev.  xiv, 
8-29.  But  the  seventh  chapter  144,000  are  an  entirely  different  and  distinct  corn^ 
J>any  offews  found  on  earth,  and  sealed  and  converted  AFTER  the  2)2  y^^^^^ 
iribu-aijon,  which  is  previously  described  under  the  2nd,  3rd,  4th  and  3th  seals. 

+  Rev.  xiv.  15,  vii,  9,  iii.  19,  xi.  18;  Matt.  xxiv.  30. 
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which  is  thus  one  continuous  progressive  event,  including  in  its  de- 
velopment  a  variety  of  subordinate  events. 

The  QUBmngJive  years  (in  general  terms)  from  this  Ascension  until 
the  End  is  also  typified  by  Joseph  manifesting  himself  to  his  brethren 
/ive  years  hefoTQ  the  end  of  the  seven  years'  famine  (Gen.  xlv.),  and  by 
Moses  being  mysteriously  removed  to  heaven  ^ve  years  before  the 
Israelites  fully  inherited  the  promised  land  (Deut.  xxxiv  ;  Num.  xiv.  BO- 
SS; Josh.  xix.  7-lo).  The  number  of  Jive  wise  and  Jiz'e  foolish  virgins 
may  also  convey  a  further  hidden  intimation  oi ^ve  years  of  abundant 
blessing  during  the  raising  of  the  Midnight  Cry  by  the  wise  virgins, 
followed  \iy  five  years  of  spiritual  famine  during  the  shutting  out  of  the 
foolish  virgins  from  Christ's  presence  between  His  advent  in  the  air 
and  on  the  earth.  (The  seven  good  kine  and  seven  ears  and  seven  lean 
kine  and  seven  ears  denoted  seven  years  of  abundance  followed  by  seven 
years  of  famine — Gen.  xli.  26-7.) 

Ithly.  Aworld-ivide  preaching  of  the  Gospel  of  the  kingdom  to  alt 
nations^  accompanied  by  a  Pentecostal  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
fulfilling  the  First  Angel  Message  and  First  Seal  in  Rev.  xiv.  6,  vi.  2, 
Joel  ii  28-32,  will  follow  the  First-fruits  Ascension  of  144,000  Watchful 
Christians  to  heaven  (who  may  then  return  to  assist  in  the  preaching), 
and  will  continue  for  about  nine  months  (March  5,  to  Dec  15,  1896), 
and  be  succeeded  by  two  more  Angel  Messages  (Rev.  xiv.  8,  9). 

Qthly.  Astoundi7ig  physical  phenomena  on  the  earth,  sea  rivers  and 
constellations  will  occur  in  conntciion  with  the  sounding  of  the  first 
Four  Trumpets,  as  predicted  in  Revelation  viii.  5  to  12  Their  relative 
position  and  duration  in  days  during  the  final  1,901  days  will  be  pre- 
cisely the  same  as  in  years  during  the  1^901  years  (as  shown  in  the 
parallel  columns  in  the  Prophetic  Calendar  on  pages  38-39).  Thus  there 
may  be  expected  extraordinary  voices^  thunders  a?id  lightnings  in  the 
skies  between  July  24  and  Sept.  2,  in  1896,  and  an  earthquake  between 
Sept.  17  and  30,  1806  (Rev.  viii.  5) ;  then  the  First  Tru?npet  causing 
'*  Hail  and  Fire,  mingled  with  blood,  to  be  cast  upon  the  earth,  and  the 
third  part  of  trees  and  all  green  grass  to  be  burnt  up  "  between  Oct.  2 
and  20,  1896.*  When  the  Second  Trumpet  m  sounded,  as  it  were,  "a 
great  mountain  burning  with  fire  is  cast  into  the  sea,  and  the  third  part 
of  the  sea  becomes  blood,  and  the  third  part  of  the  living  creatures  in 
the  sea  die,  and  the  third  part  of  the  ships  are  destroyer*,"  some  time 

*0n  the  left  hand  side  of  Prophetic  Calendar  on  pages  38  and  39,  on  the  lines 
G«  tnmencing  with  the  dates  in  1896  and  1897  mentioned  here  in  connection  with 
<yj^ZQ  Trumpets,  the  place  of  each  in  the  1,901  days  is  deduced  from  its  place  in 
^t  1,901  years,  as  shown  on  the  right  hand  side  of  Daniel's  Calendar.  Thus 
^^Tiimpet  I  is  shown,  on  the  right  hand  side,  to  have  been  fulfilled  by  invasions  of 
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between  Jan.  25  and  May  16,  1897.  The  Third  Trumpet,  from  April  1 
to  August  14,  1891,  causes  "  a  great  Star  called  Wormwood,  burning  like 
a  lamp,  to  fall  from  the  sky  upon  the  third  part  of  the  rivers  and  fountains 
of  water,  which  become  wormwood,  and  many  men  die,  because  the 
waters  are  made  bitter."  The  Fourth  Trumpet^  from  Aug.  14  to  Oct.  9 
1897,  will  bring  an  eclipse  over  the  third  part  of  the  Sun,  Moon  ana 
Stars,  and  a  third  part  of  the  day  and  night  will  also  be  supernatural  ly 
darkened. 

Qthly.  The  casting  down  of  Satan  and  his  angels  to  this  earth  (about 
Dec.  15,  1896)  from  the  atmospheric  heavens  (where  he  is  now  "  Prince 
of  the  power  cf  the  air" — Ephes.  ii.  2;  vi.  12)  will  be  the  necessary 
result  of  the  translation  of  the  Manchild,  or  144,000  living;  Christians,  to 
meet  Christ  "  in  the  air,"  and  will  be  caused  by  a  war  in  heaveji^  of 
Michael  and  his  angels  against  Satan  and  his  angels,  described  as 
follows  in  Rev.  xii.  9  : 

7.  "  And  there  was  war  in  heaven  ;  Michael  and  his  angels  fought  against 
the  Dragon  ;  and  the  Dragon  fought  and  his  angels.  8.  And  prevailed  not, 
neither  was  their  place  found  any  more  in  heaven.  9.  And  the  great  Dragon 
was  cast  out,  that  old  serpent,  called  the  Devil  and  Satan,  which  deceiveth 
the  whole  world,  he  was  cast  out  into  the  earth,  and  hia  angels  were  cast 

out  with  him.     10.  And  I  heard  a  loud  voice  saying  in   heaven  12. 

Therefore,  rejoice,  ye  heavens,  and  ye  that  dwell  in  them.  Woe  to  the  in- 
habiters  of  the  earth  and  of  the  sea  :  for  the  Devil  is  come  down  unto  you, 
having  great  wrath  because  he  knoweth  that  he  haih  but  a  short  time. 
13.  And  when  the  Dragon  saw  that  he  was  cast  unto  the  earth,  he  persecuted 
the  woman  which  brought  forth  the  Man  child.  14.  And  to  the  woman, 
were  given  two  wings  of  a  great  eagle,  that  she  might  fly  into  the  wilder- 
ness, into  her  place,  where  she  is  nourished  for  a  time,  and  times  and  half 
a  time  from  the  face  of  the  serpent." 

Although  the  Manchild  will  be  caught  up  to  meet  Christ  "in  the 
air'*  about  March  5,  1896.  yet  the  casting  down  of  Satan  and  his 
legions  upon  the  earth  will  not  commence  until  about  nine  montha 
afterwards— namely,  on  December  15,  1896  (the  324th  day  of  the  final 
1,901  daysX  and  will  occupy  for  its  progressive  completion  about  70 
days,  until  February  24,  1897  t 

Cesar's  Roman  Empire  by  figurative  Hail  Northern  Goths  and  Vandals  during 
the  250th  to  the  268th  year  of  the  1,901  years.  Therefore  it  will  be  literally  ful- 
filled during  the  250th  to  the  268th  day  of  the  final  1,901  days  which  are  shown  in 
the  diagram  of  the  1,901  days,  on  page  i"]^  to  be  Oct.  2  to  20,  1897. 

t  Because  in  its  year-day  fulfilment  the  Downfall  of  the  seven-headed  and  ten- 
horned  Dragon  is  generally  agreed  to  have  been  the  Down  all  of  Heathen  Pagan 
Roman  Empire  in  the  year  of  324  of  the  1,901   years  of  this  Dispensation,  when  it 
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Satsn  will  rage  furiously  on  the  earth  from  December  15,  1896,  until, 
by  August  14  15,  1897,  he  will  have  become  incarnate  in  Napoleon,  the 
Antichrist,  who  will  by  that  time  be  elected,  by  a  plebiscite,  Emperor 
of  Ten  new  Democratic  Kinss  of  Ten  Kingdoms  for  an  official  term  of 
1  290  days  or  3/^  times  or  42  mo?iths  from  August  14- 15  to  January  26-

10////)'.  The  Red  Horse  of  Universal  JJ'ar  and  Red-Republican 
Revolution  will  then  go  forth  tor  eight  months  during  the  Second  Seal 
Irom  December  15  1896,  until  August  14,  1897  in  fulfilment  of  Revela- 
tion vi.  3-4  :  "  And  when  He  had  opened  the  Second  Seal,  there  went 
out  another  horse  that  was  red  :  and  power  was  given  to  him  that  sat 
thereon  to  take  peace  from  the  earth  :  and  that  they  should  kill  one 
another  :  and  there  was  given  unto  him  a  great  sword."  This  era  of 
bloodshed  is  associated  with  three  red  prophetic  symbols. 

The  great  RED  dragon — a  murderer  from  the  beginning  (John  ix.  44) 
—being  cast  down  to  the  earth  and  inflamed  with  great  wrath,  knowing 
that  he  hath  but  a  short  time,  raises  up  this  RED  horse  of  Red-republi- 
can war  to  go  forth  on  its  career  of  world-wide  carnage  and  the  result 
is  that  then  for  a  few  months,  between  March  and  August,  1897,  the 
ten-horned  wild  beast,  representing  the  ten  kingdoms — Britain,  France, 
Spain,  Italy,  Austria,  Greece  Egypt,  Syria,  Turkey,  and  Balkan  States, 
becomes  RED  or  scarlet-coloured  and  full  of  blasphemous  titles  with 
the  Scarlet  Woman  {i.e  ,  the  Church  of  Rome  then  allied  with  red- 
republicanism)  seated  on  it  as  its  Ecclesiastical  Mistress  and  drunk 
with  the  blood  of  saints  shed  at  that  period  :  in  other  words,  the  ten 
kingdoms  will  then  become  Infidel  Red-republics,  as  this  prefiguration 
in  Revelation  xvii.  3  to  6,  has  been  justly  explained  by  Hyslop,  Jenour 
and  others  to  denote.* 

11////}'.  T/ie  Flight  of  Christians  into  a  Wilderness  on  the  wings  of 
the  Great  Edgle,  to  be  safely  hidden  and  miraculously  fed  there  during 
the  1,260  days  of  Antichrist's  massacre  of  subsequent  Christian  converts, 

vas  converted  by  the  Roman  Emperor  Constrtntine  into  a  nominally  Christian 
Roman  Empire,  and  Christianity  has  made  its  Established  State  Religion  instead 
of  Paganism.  Pagan  temples  and  altars  and  priests  were  then  gradually  abolished 
during  70  years,  from  A.D.  324  to  394,  Theodosius'  reign. 

*  In  the  year-day  fulfilment  the  ]\.ed  Horse  is  rightly  held  by  Woodhouse, 
Cunninghame,  Huntingford,  and  others,  to  denote  the  Church  Militant  for  about 
242  years  after  its  nationalisation  in  324  to  about  566,  during  which  period  the 
Roman  Env^eror  and  Bishops  resorting  to  carnal  weapons,  became  its  rider,  and 
it  was  convulsed  with  sanguinary  strife,  factions  and  heresiarchs.  Hence  its 
literal-day  fulfilment  will  b3  for  about  242  days  from  the  324th  day  (December  15* 
J896)  to  the  566th  day  (August  14,  1897)  during  the  final  1.901  days. 
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M  stated  In  Rev.  xii.  13  14,  to  be  the  result  of  Satan's  Downfall  to  the 
earth,  which  commences  December  15,  189(3,  and  is  completed  February 
24,  1897.  The  Flight  of  Christians  on  Eagle  Wings  cannot  therefore 
begin  until  after  Satan's  Downfall,  and  is  indicated  by  deduction  from

And  to  the 
woman  were  ^iven  two  wings  of  a  Great  Eagle,  that  she  might  tly  into  the 
wilderness  into  her  place,  where  she  is  nourished  for  a  time,  and  times  and 
half  a  time  from  the  face  of  the  serpent." 

Dr.  Seiss,  in  his  lectures  on  Revelation  justly  maintains  that  it  must 
hQ  the  wilderness  of  Sinai  that  is  denoted  by  the  term  "her  place  of 
refuge."  by  prescriptive  right  and  usage— the  place  of  "the  Church  in 
the  wilderness  "  (Acts  vii.  38). 

Tho  "  Flying  Eagle,"  in  Rev.  iv.  7,  is  a  symbol  of  resurrected  and 
translated  saints  who  are  thus  apparently  denoted  by  "the  Great  Eagle," 
with  whose  "two  wings''  the  Woman — the  Christian  Church— is  to 
"  flv  "  into  the  wilderness.  The  Primitive  Fathers  and  later  Expositors 
understood  the  Eagles  in  Luke  xvii.  37,  "who  are  to  be  gathered  to  where 
Christ's  body  is''  to  be  Christians  translated  at  Christ's  Advent,  Prob- 
ably they  will  afterwards,  with  swift  wings  and  powerful  grasp,  bear  up 
in  their  arms  and  convey  to  the  wilderness  of  Sinai  surviving  Christians 
— numbering  probably  at  least  from  seven  million  to  fifteen  million 
persons — ten  times  as  many  as  the  Israelites  who  escaped  from  Egypt 
Into  the  same  wilderness  of  Sinai.  There  may  also  be  an  earlier  flight 
(but  without  eagle  wings)  of  some  Christians  soon  after  the  translation 
of  the  Man-child  in  March,  1896,  because  before  the  casting  down  of 
Satan  mentioned  in  Revelation  xii.  9,  we  read  in  verses  5,  6: 

"  She  brought  forth  a  Man-child  who  was  to  rule  all  nations  with  a  rod 
of  iron  :  and  her  child  was  caught  up  unto  God  and  His  throne.  And  the 
woman  fled  into  the  wilderness,  where  she  had  a  place  prepared  of  God, 
that  they  should  feed  her  there  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  threescore 
days." — Rev  xii.  5,  6 

t  Expositors  of  the  Vear-day  fulriiment  generally  agiee  that  the  two  wings  of  a 
Great  Eagle  refer  to  a  bisectior.  of  the  Roman  Empire  into  two  Western  and 
Eastern  Halves,  which  took  place  about  a  d.  365.  Theodosius  the  Great  (the 
symbolic  year-day  Great  Eagle)  was  practically  sole  Emperor  of  these  two  halves, 
from  388  to  395,  and  he  gave  the  protection  of  these  two  wings  of  the  Roman 
Eagle  to  Christians,  and  destroyed  all  remaining  pagan  temples  and  heathen 
worship.     See  Prophetic  Calendat  or.  pages  38  39. 
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Here  the  Greek  verb  denoting  that  "the  Woman  fiedy  is  cfu-yei^ 
iephugen)  which  signifies  to  flee,  as  from  danger,  and  is  translated  in 
R,  Young's  Bible  ^''  did  flee"  but  it  never  implies  the  flying  of  a  bird 
which  is  a  signification  of  the  Greek  verS  TrfirjTai  (peteetai)  used  in  the 
description  of  the  Woman's  later  flight  on  Eigle  Wings  in  Rev.  xii.  14 
about  February,  1897.  Hence  an  earlier  liceing  (ephugen)  of  some 
Christians  into  the  wilderness  by  natural  modes  of  journeying  by  land 
and  sea,  and  jwt  supernaturaily  on  Eagle  Wings,  is  perhaps  implied  to 
take  place  between  March.  1896,  and  February,  1897,  before  the  latter 
fl  ght  (peteetai)  of  other  Christians  into  the  wilderness  like  flocks  of 
mif^ratory  birds,  beginning  possibly  about  the  last  week  of  February, 
lh97,  certainly  completed  before  August  14,  1897,  when  Antichrist's 
persecution  for  1,260  days  commences. 

The  millions  of  fugitives  cannot  be  fed  in  the  wilderness  for  3  '2  years 
except  by  miraculous  sustenance,  such  as  manna  or  quails,  or  bread  and 
flesh,  like  that  brought  to  Elijih  by  the  ravens. 

12//^/)'.  The  great  tribulation  aud  aiiti-  Christian  persecution  for  1^260 
days  (August  14  15,  1897,  to  January  26  1901),  also  called  42  moriths 
and  a  time^  times ^  and  half  a  time  (19  days  less  than  ZYz  years)  will 
be  nearly  the  second  half  of  the  seven  years  of  the  Jewish  covenant- 
week,  for  it  commences,  according  to  Daniel's  prophecy,  about  the 
:midst  of  THE  WEEK,  when  the  Anti- Christian  •'  prince  that  shall  come,"t 
will  "  cause  the  sacrifices  and  oblations  to  cease  ;  and  for  the  over- 
spreadings  of  abominations,  he  shall  make  it  desolate,  until  the  consum- 
mation." This  desolating  abomination,  or  idol,  as  the  original  Hebrew 
implies,  is  shown  in  Revelation  \  to  be  the  image  of  the  Anti-Christian 
Emperor,  which  is  to  be  set  up  in  the  rebuilt  Jewish  Temple  when  their 
restored  daily  sacrifice  is  forcibly  stopped  by  him  1.335  days  before  the 
The  End  (Ddn.  xii.  ll,  12),  and  is  referred  to  in  Matt.  xxiv.  15;  Mark 
xiii.   14. 

"When  ye,  therefore  shall  see  the  abomination  of  desolation,  spoken  of 
Ijy  Daniel  the  prophet,  stand  in  the  holy  place  (whoso  readeth,  let  him 
understand),  then  let  them  which  be  in  JuJea  flee  into  the  mountains,  and 
woe  unto  them  that  are  with  child,  and  to  them  that  give  suck  in  those 
days,  for  then  shall  be  Great  Tribulation,  such  as  was  not  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  world  to  this  time,  no,  nor  ever  shall  be :  and  except  those 
days  be  shortened,  there  should  no  flesh  be  saved,  but  for  the  elect's  sake 

those  days  shall  be   shortened Immediately  after  the  tribulation  of 

those  days they  shall  see  the  Son   of  man    coming  in  the  cloudi  of 

heaven  with  power  and  great  glory.'' — Matt.  xxiv.  15-30. 

t  Dan.  ix.  26,  27  ;  xi   31,  xii.  7,  ii  ;  Rev,  xii.  6,  14,  xi.  2,  3.

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Evidently  this  unparalleled  tribulation  which  is  immediately  followed 
by  Christ's  descent  on  earth,  is  the  same  as  the  unexampled  time  of 
trouble^  foretold  in  Daniel  xii.  to  accompany  the  Kesurrection  at  the 
Time  of  the  End,  and  to  continue  for  3'<  times. 

"And  at  that  time  {the  time  of  the  end  previously  mentioDed)  shall 
Michael  stand  up.  the  great  priuci  which  standelh  for  the  children  of  thy 
people:  and  there  shall  be  a  time  uf  tr  uble  such  as  never  was  since 
there  was  a  nation  even  to  that  same  time  :  and  at  that  time  thy  people 
shall  be  delivered,  every  one  that  shall  be  found  written  in  the  book.  And 
many  of  them  that  sleep  in  the  dust  of  the  earth  shall  awake,  some  to  ever- 
lasting life,  and  some  to  shame  and  everlasting  contempt  It  (namely 

the  time  of  trouble)  shall  be  for  a  time,  times^  and  a  half  that  is  three 
times  and  a  half  * 

This  time  of  trouble  and  tribulation  is  also  predicted  to  be  the  period 
of  the  last  Antichrist's  persecution  :—  + 

"And  he  (Antichrist)  shall  speak  great  words  against  the  Most  High, 
and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the  most  High,  and  think  to  change  times 
and  laws  and  they  shall  be  given  into  his  hand  until  a  time  and  times  and 
dividing  of  time." — Dan.  vii.  25 

••  And  the  holy  city  (Jerusalem)  shall  they  tread  under  foot  forty  and 
two  months." — Rev.  xi.  2. 

•' And  there  was  given  unto  him  (Antichrist)  a  mouth  speaking  great 
things  and  blasphemies  ;  and  power  was  given  to  him  to  make  war  forty 
and  two  months.  And  it  was  given  unto  him  to  make  war  with  the  saints, 
and  to  overcome  them  ;  and  power  was  given  him  over  all  kindreds,  and 
louijues  and  nations." — Kev.  xiii.  5,  7. 

The  manner  in  which  this  tribulation  will  begin  and  gradually  reach 
this  climax  of  3;^  years  is  described  by  Dr.  Seies  \~-\ 

'  Thoughtful  people  will  wonder  at  the  amazing  upheavings  of  society

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around  them  ;  they  will  tremble  at  the  mighty  agitations  which  trouble 
and  confuse  everything  in  Church  and  State  ;  they  will  grow  pale  at  the 
gigantic  moves  ol  revolutionists  and  military  despots,  and  their  hearts 
shall  fail  them  as  they  attempt  to  look  forward  to  what  the  results  of  all 
shall  be.  Some  will  call  it  progress ;  some  will  call  it  the  result  of 
wrong  education  of  the  masses  ;  some  will  look  at  it  as  the  work  of  am- 
bitious or  mistaken  legislation  :  some  will  think  it  is  Liberty  rising  from 
her  sleep  of  ages  to  take  dominion  of  the  world.  And  a  thousand  theolo- 
gians philosophers,  and  jurists  will  have  as  many  different  solutions  of  the 
great  problem  of  what  is  coming  upon  the  earth,  without  once  striking 
upon  the  real  truth  that  the  day  of  judgment  has  begun.  Signs  and 
wonders  shall  exist  on  every  hand  ;  but  unsuspecting  mortals  will  point 
to  natural  causes  and  explanations,  and  bigoted  sectarians  will  refuse 
even  to  believe  their  own  senses.  And  the  world  in  all  its  departments, 
with  here  and  there  a  few  who  are  faithful  to  what  God  hath  written  for 
our  learning,  shall  drift  to  dissolution  without  knowing  what  is  actually 
transpiring. 

"  The  stupendous  occurrences  of  the  day  of  judgment  will  glide  in 
upon  the  world  as  by  stealth,  and  before  a  great  number  of  even  pious 
people  should  be  aware  that  these  great  scenes  have  commenced  :  and 
whilst  the  great  mass  of  worldlings  and  politicians  will  not  believe  in 
it  to  the  very  last,  when  the  Son  of  man  will  blast  them  for  ever  with 
His  terrific  indignation.  '  As  it  was  in  the  days  of  Noe,  so  shall  it  be 
also  in  the  days  of  the  Son  of  man.  Jhey  did  eat,  they  drank,  they 
married  wives,  they  were  given  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noa 
entered  into  tbe  ark  and  knew  not  until  the  flood  came  and  took  them 
all  away^  Perhaps  it  had  rained  a  month  before  those  wicked  scoffers 
began  to  feel  any  special  alarm.  Perhaps  many  of  them  beheld  the  ark 
taken  up  by  the  swelling  waters,  and  yet  stood  upon  the  hill-tops 
laughing  at  the  old  preacher's  folly.  Though  the  valleys  were  all  covered, 
and  the  waters  rose  higher  and  higher  every  hour,  *  they  kne7V  ?iot '  until 
all  were  swept  away  by  the  .shoreless  waves.  •  And  so  shall  it  be  also 
in  the  days  of  the  Son  of  man.'  The  nations  shall  be  undergoing  their 
iudgment,  the  sainted  dead  shall  be  raised,  the  sainted  living  shall  be 
translated,  and  the  whole  earth  shall  heave  with  the  throes  of  judg- 
ment already  present,  and  yet  multitudes  will  go  on  as  they  did  before, 
and  refuse  to  believe  what  is  transpiring.  Nations  in  their  desperation 
will  go  on  to  declare  war,  and  make  treaties  and  form  alliances,  and  join 
their  armies,  and  gather  together  their  warriors  against  the  Lamb  and 
His  people,  until  at  last  to  their  everlasting  consternation,  the  Son  of 
man  shall  appear  with  His  sainted  hosts,  and  hurl  upon  them  the  mighty 
thunders  of  His  eternal  wrath, 
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"And  when  once  the  chained  thunders  are  let  loo^e,  and  the  arrear- 
ages of  wrath  come  to  be  paid  off,  and  violated  law,  abused  goodness, 
despised  mercy,  and  outraged  justice,  all  combine  in  the  demand  for 
vengeance,  oh,  who  shall  tell  the  doom  of  him  who  is  found  uncovered 
by  the  Saviour's  righteousness  and  unsanctitied  by  the  Saviour's  blood  ? 
Who  can  tell  the  greatness  of  his  wretchedness  ?■  Who  can  weigh  his 
torment  ?  Who  can  fathom  the  depth  of  his  hell  ?  Is  there  a  soul  so 
hardened  as  to  resolve  to  encounter  it?  *  Awake  then,  O  sleeper;  and 
call  upon  thy  God,  if  so  be  that  you  perish  not  !  Your  race  will  soon  be 
run.  The  clay  when  God  will  put  His  terrific  adjudications  in  force 
upon  you  will  soon  arrive.  It  is  stealing  upon  you  as  a  lion  crouching 
to  spring  upon  his  prey.  The  great  judgment  U  close  at  hand.  Already 
we  hear  the  mutterings  of  the  approaching  tempest.  Before  you  thiuk 
it  possible  the  Lord  will  arise  and  say,  '  //  is  done^  Why  then  sleep, 
and  sport  and  fold  your  arms  in  indifference  ?  '  Behold,  now  is  the 
accepted  time  1  Behold,  now  is  the  day  of  salvation  ! '  And  be  entreated, 
by  all  the  awful  perils  that  are  impending — by  the  preciousness  of  your 
blood-bought  soul — by  the  untold  peace  and  blessings  of  heaven,  do  not 
waste  your  time,  nor  neglect  your  opportunities.  Haste  to  Christ'cj 
arms  that  are  stretched  out  to  save  you.  Fly  at  once  to  Him  as  the 
refuge  set  before  you.  And  may  He  who  came  into  the  world  to  save 
sinners  be  your  portion  for  ever  more." 

This  approaching  tribulation  and  persecution  will  prevail  as  much  in 
Great  Britain  as  in  France,  ^pain,  Italy,  ifec,  because  it  is  one  of  the 
ten  Kingdoms  of  the  Roman  Empire  indicated  by  the  ten  horns^  of  the 
wild  beast  and  ten  toes  of  Daniel  s  prophetic  image.  These  ten  king- 
doms allied  together  in  a  confederacy  (as  enumerated  under  our  Tirst 
Leading  Kvent),  will  be  Papal  Red- Republics,  from  March  to  August, 
1 897,  and  then  the  official  term  of  1,'2()0  days,  from  August  14  l.'j  1S;>7, 
to  January  20^  l90l,  ten  kings  elected  over  them  by  universal  suffrdge 
\\ill  be  allied  in  a  Latin  Oonlederation  under  the  Napoleonic  Antichiist 
as  their  Emperor  +  and  will  decree  the  abolition  of  Christianity,  the

26,  1901,  AND  the  Beheading  of  Those  who  Refuse  to  Worship  Him  or 
His  Image,  or  to  Receive  His  Mark  (666)  on  Their  Forehiaik  or  in 
Their  Right  Hands.     (See  Revelation  xiii.,  and  xx.  4). 
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same  as  in  France  in  1703,  and  will  establish  the  worship  of  that  Im- 
fperial  Antichrist  as  the  only  religion.  Millions  of  true  Christians  will 
everywhere  be  beheaded  for  refusing  to  worship  that  Roman  Emperor, 
or  his  image,  which  will  be  set  up  throughout  those  ten  kingdoms,  or 
to  receive  his  mark  on  their  foreheads  or  hands,  as  fully  described  in 
the  thirteenth  chapter  of  Revelation  \ 

This  latter-Day  Democratic  Cn"3ar  will  be  the  Man  of  Sin,  who  in 
connection  with  that  great  infidel  apostasy,  or  general  falling  away  from 
Christian  faith  in  the  last  days,  is  to  sit  in  the  rebuilt  temple  in 
Jerusalem  and  to  be  worshipped  as  a  god,  and  to  be  destroyed  by  the 
brightness  of  Christ's  personal  coming  (2  Tbess.  ii.) 

He  is  also  to  '*  think  io  change  times  and  laws*'  {D^LmeX  vii.  2.')). 
Now  Napoleon  I..,  in  1  SI 2,  when  his  uncle.  Cardinal  Fesch,  tried  to 
dissuade  him  from  his  ruinous  enterprise  of  invading  Russia,  ex- 
claimed, "The  great  power  I  have  already  attained  forces  me  to  be- 
come Dictator  of  the  world.  My  destiny  is  not  yet  accomplished.  T 
must  establish  one  uni^^ersal  code  of  laws  (the  Napoleon  Code),  o)ii 
Court  of  Appeal^  one  ioi?iage  and  monetary  currency  (with  the  effigy  of 
Napoleon  stamped  on  it),  one  system  of  weights  and  nieasures.  [ 
must  make  one  nation  out  of  all  the  I'^.aropean  IStates,  and  Paris  must  be 
the  capital  of  the  world."  He  also  once  said:  *•  I  intended  to  establish 
a  great  Asiatic  empire  and  to  found  a  new  religion.  I  saw  myself,  in 
imagination,  riding  through  Asia  upon  a  camel,  with  a,  turban  upon  my 
head,  and  a  koran  of  my  own  composition  in  my  hand."  The  central- 
ised unification  of  everything  will,  in  the  main,  be  the  programme  of  the 
('oming  Antichrist  Napoleon,  who  will,  however,  probably  make  Rome 
the  capital  of  his  revived  Roman  Empire,  and  seek,  also,  to  establish 
everywhere  one  CatJiolic  retigiofi,  even  the  worship  of  himself  and 
his  image,  and  the  boycotting  of  all  who  will  not  receive  his  mark  (666) 
on  their  foreheads  or  their  right  hands  (Uev.  xiii ).  And  he  will  also 
doubtless  compose  for  his  worshippers  a  Napoleonic  Koran,  and  try  to 
substitute  for  the  Christian  Calendar  a  Ae:v  Calendar^  dating  from 
some  notable  epoch  in  his  dynasty — perhaps  from  August  14-15,  just  as 
\Jq.q  Frendi  Republican  Calendar  was  dated  from  Sept.  22,  1792,  and 
similarly  allotting  three  decades  of  ten  days  each  to  a  month,  and  12 
such  months  to  a  year,  Z.^.,  360  days  to  a  year.  Thus  his  election  for 
ZYz  years  will  be  for  1,260  days,  as  predicted  in  Rev.  xii.  6,  14;  xiii.  5. 

X^thly.  T/ie  Woes  of  Dejnon  Scorpion-Locusts  and  Z)emoH  Lion- 
Headed  Llorses  during  the  bth  and  Qth  Trumpets,  and  of  Famine^ 
Pestilejue,  and  Martyrdom^  during  the  Zrd,  \th  and  htJi  Seals,  will  be 
notable  elements  in  the  Great  Tribulation  ^/ 1,260  days  from  Aug.  14-15,

Vials  7ui//  be  inflicted. 

The  9th  chapter  of  llevelation  fully  describes  the  opening  of  the 
bottomless  pit  and  the  emergence  from  it,  at  the  Fifth  Trumpet,  of 
Demon  Spirits  in  the  form  of  Scorpion  Locusts  to  torment  men  for  150 
days,  and  then  to  hurt  men  for  another  150  days — from  Oct.  21,  1897,  to 
Aug.  17,  1898  (see  Prophetic  Calendar).  Then  at  the  KSixth  Trumpet 
there  come  from  the  bottomless  pit  200  thousand  thousand  Demon 
lion-headed  Horses  carrying  riders  with  breastplates  of  jacinth  and 
brimstone  and  sulphur,  and  breathing  out  pestilential  fumes  of  lire  and 
smoke  and  brimstone  by  which  the  third  part  of  mankind  are  to  be 
slain.  This  Woe  rises  to  its  height  during  a  year  and  month  and  day— 
391  days— from  Dec.  23,  1898,  to  Jan.  18, 19UU,  and  then  declines  during 
391  days,  from  Jan.  18,  1900,  until  Feb.  13,  1901.  . 

Meanwhile,  as  described  in  llev.  vi.,  the  Black  Horse  of  Famine 
goes  forth  during  the  Third  Seal  throughout  all  the  earth,  causing  mul- 
titudes to  become  living  skeletons,  and  to  die  of  starvation  during 
about  17  months  from  Aug.  14,  1897,  to  Jan.  25,  1899.  Then  follows 
the  Pale  Horse  of  Pestilence  during  the  4th  Seal,  mowing  down  with  its 
scythe  of  cholera  fever  and  epidemic  diseases,  balHing  all  medical  skill 
—from  Jan.  25,  1809,  to  May  17  1900,  during  about  IG  months.  The 
5th  Seal  then  brings  the  Cry  of  Martyrs  for  vengeance,  but  they  have 
to  wait  patiently  for  several  months,  from  May  17  until  on  Dec.  20.  1900, 
the  6th  Seal  is  opened,  and  the  promised  vengeance  begins  to  be  inflicted 
by  the  Seven  Yials  of  God's  Wrath*  (see  Rev.  xvi).  The  1st  A'ial  in- 
flicts grievous  sores  on  Antichrist's  vorehippers  on  Dec.  20,  1900.  The 
2nd  turns  the  sea  into  blood  on  Dec.  23.  The  3rd  turns  rivers  and 
fountains  into  blood  on  Dec  27.  The  4th  makes  the  sun  scorch  men 
withliery  heat,  Jan.  1  to  15,  I90l.  The  5th  covers  the  Ten  Kingdoms 
with  darkness,  Jan.  15.  The  6th  dries  up  the  Euphrates.  The  7th 
brings  the  final  Great  Earthquake,  April  9  to  11,  1901. 

14////V.  Tivo  Sack- clot /i  Clothed  lli/nesses,  most  probably  Elijah  and 
another  prophet .  will  according  to  Rev.  xi.  and  MaK  4,  preach  salvation 
through  Christ,  and  exhort  people  not  to  worship  Napoleons  Image,  or 
receive  his  mark  during  the  1,260  days'  reign  of  terror  and  blasphemy  : 
and  many  who  are  converted  through  their  testimony  will  be  beheaded 
by  Antichrist  (Rev.  xx.  4).  They  will  have  power  to  slay  assailants  by 
fire  breathed  from  their  mouths,  and  to  withhold  rain  during  the  1,260 
days,  and  to  smite  the  earth  with  all  plagues  as  often  as  they  will,

ibf/i/y.  The  Second  Slage  oj  the  Second  Advent  of  CJirist^  wrath- 
fully  as  an  Avenger a)id  J iiage  {aper  translating  to  heaven  on  April  6, 
1901^  all  Christians  reniainnig  alive  on  the  ea>tJi)  and  His  descent  at 
the  battle  of  Armageddon  to  destroy  Antichrist  and  to  begin  the  Millen-

This  second  act  or  crisis  of  our  Lord's  return  will  be  a  7vrathfiil  mani- 
fes.ation  of  His  presence  in  flaming  fire  taking  vengeance  on  those  thit 
obey  not  His  Gospel ;  but  just  before  His  descent  to  inflict  this  ven- 
geance, there  will  be  the  harvest  ingathering  to  heaven  by  translation 
of  all  the  living  Christians  then  found  en  the  earth,  and  who  will  have 
passed  through  the  3 '2  years'  tribulation.  The  following  passages 
describe  this  : 

"Immediately  after  the  tribulation  of  those  day  a... they  shall  seethe  Son 
of  Man  comiDg  in  the  clouds  of  heaven  with  power  and  great  glory,  and  he 
shall  send  his  angels,  and  they  shall  gather  together  his  elect  Ironi  ihe  four 
winds,  from  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  "  (Matthew  ixiv.  29  31, 
Mark  xiii.  25  ) 

"After  this  I  beheld,  and  lo,  a  great  multitude  which  no  man  could 
number,  of  all  nations  and  kindreds  and  peoples  and  tonguee,  stood  before 
the  throne  and  before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white  robes  and  palms  in 
their  hands.  These  are  they  that  came  out  of  the  great  tribulation  "  {i.e.^ 
the  tribulation  of  3 '2  years  described  under  the  seals  in  Rev.  "vi ;  vii.  9  1 4). 

The  battle  of  Armageddon  is  then  fought  immediately  after  the 
ingathering  to  the  heavens  of  the  great  multitude  of  the  elect, ^'  and  it 
io  described  in  the  nineteenth  chapter  of  Revelation,  and  the  fourteenth 
of  Zechariab,  and  the  thirty-eighth  of  Ezekiel.  After  this,  the  spared 
remnant  of  mankind  will  be  converted^  and  will  inhabit  the  earth  in 
successive  generations  during  the  Millennium  of  1,000  years,  and  will  be 
ruled  by  the  glorified  resurrection  saints  coming  down  from  the  Heavenly 
Jerusalem  from  day  to  day,  as  foreshown  in  Jacob's  vision.  "  And 
during  the  Millennial  dispensation  Christianity  will  obtain  a  complete 
outward  victory,  unconditional  recognition  from  all  potentates  and 
governments,  the  most  glorious  development  in  all  relations  and 
situations  of  life,  art,  and  science  ;  when  all  relationships  of  life,  the 
highest  a?  well  as  the  lowest,  will  be  based  on  Divii  e  love  and  conse- 
crated  to  God."     Thus  will  Chiiaf,  with  His  immortrtl  saints,  personally

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reign  for  1,000  years  over  the  mortal  inhabitants  of  the  earth.  (Read 
Rev.  xix,  XX.,  and  xxi.  :  Ezekiel  xxxix.  ;  Daniel  vii.  14;  and  last 
chapters  of  Isaiah  and  Zechariah  ) 

In  view  of  these  grand  manifestations  of  Divine  power  in  the  world, 
let  us  each  seek  for  the  I)  vine  power  to  operate  in  our  souls  to  remove 
sin  and  to  introduce  righteousnef-s  for  God  will  give  His  Holy  Spirit  to 
those  who  ask  for  it     (Luke  xi   13) 

"All  that  are  truly  ('hrists  are  separated  from  the  world  by  the 
indwelling  of  the  Holy  Spi^i^.  '  If  any  man  be  in  Christ  Jesup.  he  is  a 
new  creature.'  He  has  pot  new  desires  given  him.  Once  he  desired 
what  other  men  do  ;  praise  of  men,  a  name,  power,  money,  pleasure. 
These  were  the  chief  objects  set  before  him  Now  these  have  lost  their 
power  over  him.  The  world  has  become  crucified.  Now  he  desires 
more  nearness  to  God  ;  more  complete  change  of  heart ;  he  desires  to 
spread  the  knowledge  of  Jesus  over  the  world.  He  is  separated  unto 
the  Gospel  of  God.  He  has  got  new  sorrows.  Once  all  his  sorrows 
were  worldly  sorrows  ;  he  wept  at  the  loss  of  friends,  of  this  world's 
possessions  ;  but  now  these  sorrows  are  light  aftiictions,  His  heaviest 
grief  now  is  when  he  is  deserted  of  God  ;  when  he  wants  the  presence  of 
God  and  the  smile  of  God  ;  or,  perhaps  the  absence  of  the  Spirit  and 
the  burning  of  corruption  within,  or  sin  abounding  around  him,  makes 
him  sigh  and  cry.  Have  you  thus  been  separated  from  the  world  I 
'  We  are  bound  always  to  thank  God  for  you,  beloved  ;  because  he  hath 
from  the  beginning  chosen  you  to  salvation  through  sanctification  of  the 
Spirit  and  belief  of  the  truth.'  Does  the  blood  of  Christ  separate  you 
from  the  unpardoned  world  ?  Does  the  Spirit  of  Christ  separate  you 
from  the  uneenerated  world?'* 

'*'  Consider  Junv  precious  Christ  is.  'In  Him  there  is  life  eternal.' 
In  Him  there  is  pardon  lor  the  vilest  sinners.  In  Him  there  is  sweet 
peace  of  conscience — peace  with  God.  In  Him  there  is  rest  for  the 
weary  soul-  the  way  to  the  Father — an  open  door  into  the  fold  of 
God.  In  Him  there  is  a  full  fountain  of  living  waters — unsearchable 
riches— full  supplies  of  f^race  and  truth  for  weary  souls.  In  Him  there 
is  acquittal  at  the  jud^iment  day  and  a  glorious  crown.  Oh!  should 
you  not  leave  all  for  this.^  Shall  a  lust  or  a  pleasure,  or  a  game,  or  the 
smile  of  a  friend  keep  you  from  all  this  'Eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear 
heard,  nor  hath  it  entered  into  the  heart  of  man  the  things  which  God 
hath  prepared  for  them  that  love  Him.'  " 

■'  The  greatness  of  ihe  Saviour  shows  the  sinfulness  of  not  coming  to 
Him.  He  IS  the  eternal  Son  of  God  whom  sinners  are  despising.  John 
bore  witness  of  Him  ;  His  miracles  bore  witness  of  Him  ;  His  Father 
bore  witness  of  Him  ;    the  scriptures,  on  every  page,  testify  of  Him  : 
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will  you  not  come  to  Hiiu  that  ye  might  have  life.  It  is  the  Son  of  God 
that  hath  undertaken  the  doing  and  dying  of  all  in  the  stead  of  sinners. 
Will  you  not  honour  Him  so  much  as  to  trust  your  soul  upon  His 
finished  work,  Hew  shall  you  escipe  if  you  neglect  so  great  salvation  ?" 
At  Chki^t's  Second  Advent  on  Maucii  5,  1896  at  the  moment 
when  the  signil  is  given  by  the  voice  of  the  archangel  and  the  trump  of 
God,  for  the  resurrection  of  the  deceased  saints  and  the  ascension  of 
the  1 14  000  \V'atohful  Christians,  strange  and  unheard-of  scenes  will 
transpire.  Those  144,000  persons  will  be  caught  away  from  the  earth 
to  the  heavens,  whatever  may  bo  the  circumstances  in  which  they  may 
be  found,  or  the  position  in  which  they  may  be  situated—whether 
waking  or  sleeping,  riding  or  walking,  or  sitting  within  habitations,  or 
even  if  they  are  far  underground  in  the  deepest  mines  or  tunnels,  or 
loaded  with  heavy  chains  in  the  most  secret  dungeons.  From  steam 
vessels  and  railway  trains  swiftly  speeding  upon  their  accustomed 
course,  instantaneously  all  their  passengers  who  are  truly  ready  for 
Christ's  Advent  will  be  supernaturally  caught  up  to  the  skies  to  meet 
their  coming  Lord,  and  in  Parliaments  there  will  be  a  "  Division  '  of  a 
sort  never  before  known,  viz.,  between  those  caught  up  to  heaven  and 
those  left  behind.  It  is  remarkable  that  Christ's  Advent  in  the  Air  on 
March  5,  1896,  will  be  on  the  20ih  day  of  the  Jewish  month  Adar,  />., 
the  seventh  day  after  the  anniversary  day  of  the  Jewish  National 
Deliverance  from  Haman  on  Adar  13;  and  Christ's  Advent  on  the  Earth 
on  April  11,  1901,  will  be  on  Nisan  22,  the  seventh  day  after  the  anni- 
versary Day  of  the  Jewish  National  Deliverance  from  Pharaoh  and 
Egypt  on  Nisan  15.

Nativity  al)Out  the  year  4,004,  but  the  recent  researches  of  Clinton  and 
others  show  that  Csher  missed  at  least  ico  years  out  of  the  whole 
period  of  the  J  udges,  making  that  period  to  be  about  350  instead  of 
450  years,  as  stated  in  Acts  xiii.  20:  ''^  He  gave  ilicjujuages  about /he 
space  of  4 jo years.''  Ushtr  gives  u.c.  1,444  in  Joshua  xiv.  as  the  date  of 
the  dividmg  of  the  land  of  C'anaan  and  the  beginning  of  the  period  of 
the  Judges,  and  i'..c.  1,004-5  ^^  '  Samuel  xii.  as  the  date  when  the  era 
of  the  Judges  ended.  Ihis  gives  only  350  years  for  the  Reigns  of  the 
Judges.  The  Christian  Era  lasting  lor  1,900  years,  and  ending  in 
Passover  Week,  1901,  commenced  in  Passover  ^^cck,  a  o.  i;  and  the 
addition  of  1,900  years  to  4,100  years  amounts  lo  6,coo  years.  'l"he 
2,345  years  ending  with  Passover  ^\'cek,  1901,  are  explained  on  p.  2. 
'The  2,520  years,  oxsive?(  tiffits  (7  x  36oyear-days)  is  the  whole  chrono- 
logical length  of  Nebuchadnezzar's  ])roplietic  Image  representing  the 
duration  of  the  four  uni\ersal  (lentile  l.mpires  prefigured  by  it- viz., 
the  Babylonian,  Medo  Persian,  Macedonian,  and  Roman  ICmpires 
[see  Daniel  ii.  31-45:  vii.  iv,  \G\.  It  commenced  at  the  Jiabylon  em- 
l)ire's  full  establishment,  about  i:.c\  019,  and  reaches  to  a.d.  upi.  The 
1,260  years  of  the  Mohammedan  Antichrist  treading  dtnvfi  the  Holy 
City  Jerusalem  [Rev.  xi.  2-c)],  commenced  with  the  ^lohammedan  cap- 
ture of  Jerusalem,  a.d.  637,  and  end  \.i».  1897.  The  3,'_'  years  of  ilie 
Napoleonic  Antichrist's  persecution,  and  the  Slaying  of  Christian 
Witnesses  then  follow  from  1S97  to  1901,  for  they  commence  after  the 
1,260  years.  The  360  years  in  Rev.  x.  6,  which  described  the  Reforma- 
tion about  1542,  is  denoted  by  "a  time"  or  year  (360  year-days). 
Hence  the  Angel's  declaration,  "  There  shall  be  a  Time  no  longer,' 
means  that  there  does  not  remain  so  long  a  period  as  360  years  from 
1,542,  />.,  that  the  End  will  come  before  1902.
